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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the allowability 
recites at least in part: the rear wall of the housing comprises a plurality of through holes 
arranged adjacent to the cavities, the through holes serving for supplying air from the 
cavities into a space arranged between the heat generating units and the rear wall and 
for discharging heated air from the space into the cavities, respectively or that the profile 
is attached on the rear wall of the housing by means of screws and together with the 
rear wall forms a plurality of chimney-like cavities, which are arranged at mutual 
distance and have a substantially cartridge-like cross section with a rounded apex 
directed to the outside and each comprise a lower end portion and an upper end 
portion, wherein in the lower end portion at least one opening is formed for supplying 
cool air into the respective cavity and in the upper end portion at least one outlet 
opening is formed for discharging heated air from the cavity to the atmosphere.
